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way, up past Number Four Pond and on and on, crossing two paved roads, until we 
reached Gibney's, where the light track crosses Route 6 and goes down to South 
Canaan. Behind Gibney's the roadbed of the Gravity Railroad becomes Gibney's 
cesspool. At Gibney's we had a coke and walked down Route 6, past Number Four 
Pond and down the old road that runs parallel to Route 6. JNB and Laura were up 
front and they ran most of the way from Gibney's down to White's Crossing. They 
were having a wonderful time together and William, RTP and I walked behind. As 
we walked along Route 6, Whipple's or Hippie's from Honesdale, offered us a ride 
and several other people recognized RTP and waved at him. The walk took us about 
four hours. We arrived at White's Crossing at about 7 P.M. and we were all ex¬ 
hausted. We dropped JVB off at his grandmother's and then went home. I washed 
all my clothes and then got the 9:35 P.M. Martz bus from Scranton. WSP drove 
me to the station. I learned from JVB, who called me on Monday afternoon at about 
4:20 P.M., that Pilney (the one who was in school with RTP) called JVB on Sunday 
night and accused JVB of taking one of the D&H marker posts. JVB, of course, 
told Pilney that he did not have the marker. JVB called RTP. If one 
of Pilney's markers is missing, perhaps the Committee can help him locate the 
missing marker. The Committee, after all, is concerned with restoration and this 
will be a good project for us to get involved in: finding a missing property 
marker for the Delaware and Hudson Canal Company's Gravity Railroad. As we were 
driving down Morse Avenue in Simpson, RTP spotted Dr. Pilney (a dentist) and we 
stopped and asked for permission to take an historical walk on the 10th of October. 
Given the fact that the younger Pilney thinks that the marker has been taken by 
JVB or the Committee, we will probably have to cancel our walk on the 10th. We 
could, of course, ask Pilney if he will escort us through his property. He will 
probably say no. Such a disagreeable lizard. 


3:30 P.M. on 09-20-1982, I telephoned DJB and thanked him for setting up the 
interview between Kevin O'Hara and myself, which resulted in the article by 
Kevin O'Hara on me and the restoration effort in THE SCRANT0NIAN on 09-19-1982.

One of the two meetings 
per month will be devoted to Carbondale City Hall and the other meeting will 
be a general meeting. The next meeting will be on October 21, 1982 at 7:30 P.M. 
A dinner meeting will be held on 11-06-1982, the one year anniversary of the 
founding of the CRCCH. We will hold the meeting in a restaurant/banquet hall 
in Carbondale and we will eat off bi-centennial Carbondale plates from the col- 
1 ection of the CHS. The CHS will elect and install officers for 1982-1983 at 
the meeting on 11-06-1982. I made some remarks on the installation and dedi¬ 
cation of the Carbondale historical marker next to City Hall. The gist of my 
remarks: a good job over and done, nice publicity, nice attendance, very satis¬ 
fying all the way around. I wish we could solve all of our ^problems" as 
easily. I read the list of new members since the last reporting of new members 
on 09-22-1982; also recent donations. I pointed out that we had lost one of 
our members through death (Mrs. Anita Shinkman) and read portions of her obitu¬ 
ary from the NEWS. We discussed the article "COMMITTEE INSTALLS CARBONDALE 
HISTORICAL MARKER" that appeared on page 13 of the NEWS of 10-06-1982. The 
photograph is very good.
